Tennis Clinic 
Starts Aug. 2 
In Local Park 


A tennis clinic spon¬ 
sored by tlie Sierra Madre 
Recreation Department 
will be held at the tennis 
courts in Memorial Park 
o n Saturday mornings 
from 8 to 12 beginning 
this Saturday, Aug. 2, and 
ending Sept. 6. 

The city has employed 
Dale Daniels, tennis in¬ 
structor of the Arcadia 
Recreation Department, to 
conduct the six-week pro¬ 
gram which is open to 
Sierra Madre adults, and 
to children above the sixth 
grade in school. 

Registration will be at 
the tennis courts on Fri¬ 
day, Aug. 1, between 4 and 
f) p.m. Instruction is free, 
and tennis balls will bo 
supplied. Those participat¬ 
ing must furnish their own 
racquets. 


A public hearing on the school budget, the problem of 
annexation with Pasadena and other issues suddenly became 
secondary this week with the resignation of Superintendent 
of Schools Dr. Lowell D. Jackson. 

The Board must now find a new superintendent -and 
time is short. Members are 
expected to explore this prob¬ 
lem at their meeting Aug. 4. 

Kenneth Bush, School Board 
president, contacted C. C. 

Carpenter of the County 
Superintendent o f Schools 
office, requesting him to set 
up a screening process. 

BEFORE TAKING this ac¬ 
tion, Bush polled all School 
Board members except one, 

Arthur Albertson, who was 
out of town when Dr. Jack- 
son announced his resigna¬ 
tion. 

Finding a superintendent 
at this iate date may not be 
easy, since most administra¬ 
tors already are starting to 
work on the now school year. 

One school spokesman said 
it may be necessary to ap¬ 
point a temporary superin¬ 
tendent, perhaps from within 
the elementary district itself, 
to succeed Dr. Jackson until 
a permanent successor can be 
named. 

This possibility also is like¬ 
ly to be explored at the 
Board meeting Monday. 

Dr. Jackson, whose contrac- 
tural term had three more 
years to run, resigned to ac¬ 
cent an appointment as asso¬ 
ciate professor of education 
at the University of Hawaii. 

Although h i s resignation 
was effective the end of July, 
he agreed to attend the Au¬ 
gust Board meeting. 

Also on the Board agenda 
Monday will bo a public hear¬ 
ing on the new school budget, 
which was adopted by the 
Board at the last session. 


"We're not seriously con¬ 
cerned about annexation 
at this time," said Bush. 
"It may come in six 
months, a year or 10 years. 
But we have token steps to 
be prepared." 

Dr. Carpenter said it would 
be necessary for the Board 
to take action within the next 
month and a half if Sierra 
Madre wants to be annexed 
by July, 1959. 

A merger, ho said, would 
"immediately effect a $24,000 
savings in Sierra Madre’s 
district level casts.” He esti¬ 
mated that first year savings 
would amount to $60,000 or 
$70,000. He added, however, 
that the district would face 
some additional costs, such 
as transportation. 

IN ANY EVENT, annexa¬ 
tion would have to be ap¬ 
proved by Sierra Madre vot¬ 
ers. Pasadena School Board 
members have indicated they 
would welcome the annexa¬ 
tion. 

New interest in the prob¬ 
lem arose several months 
ago when Sierra Madre 
learned that a new state law 
requires an increase in tui¬ 
tion payments for the edu¬ 
cation of seventh and eighth 
graders who go to Pasadena 
schools. 

If Sierra Madre decided to 
join Pasadena, there would 
be no superintendent pf 
schools here. This problem 
also faces the Board mem¬ 
bers in their selection of a 
new top administrator.

Goodfellow, 585 Ramona, is 
another person like myself 
who loves to can and pre- , 
serve. She gave me three 
recipe.s of pickles and relish 
as there is virtually no horrie 
grown fruit to put up this 
year. 

In all of her recipes she 
speaks of the Jars and glass¬ 
es that aare to be u.sed. It is 
always important to sterilize 
all containers before using 
them. ’The best way to ac¬ 
complish this task with a 
minimum of effort is to wash 
well in hot sudsy water, 
rinse, and invert the con¬ 
tainers in the oven at about 
200"F. This way they are hot 
and sterile at the time you 
want to use them. 

GREEN PEPPER REUSH 
12 medium size green 
peppers 

IVz cups cider vinegar 
1 bottle liquid pectin 
7 cups sugar 
1 tsp. powdered tumeric 
10 drops green food color¬ 
ing 

Remove seeds and stems 
Jrom green peppers and put 
tire meat through a food 
Ohopper using fine blade. 
Press in a fine sieve to re¬ 
move Juice. Measure 2 cups 
green pepper into a large 
deep pan. Add sugar, vinegar 
and tumeric, mixing well. 
Place over high lieat and 
bring to full rolling boil. Let 
boil hard one minute, stir¬ 
ring contstantly. Remove 
from heat; stir in pectin im¬ 
mediately. Skim off foam 
with a metal spoon. Stir and 
skim for about five more 
minutes. Add food coloring 
and mix well. Ladle quickly 
into hot sterilized Jars and 
seal immediately. Yields 
about 10 6-ounce Jars or 
glasses. 

TOMATO PRESERVES 

6 lbs. tomatoes 
1 lemon 
Sugar 

Pour boiling water over 
fine ripe tomatoes. Let stand 
one minute, drain, dash into 
cold water and rub off skins. 

Boil tomatoes and lemon, 
sliced very thin, together for 
one hour. Add 1 cup sugar to 

I cup cooked tomatoes and 
simmer for an additional 
hour. Pour into hot sterilized 
Jars and seal immediately. 

THE NEXT recipe came to 
be one of her favorites and 
it is fool proof. It will plea.se 
anyone who doesn’t want to 
go through the labor of put¬ 
ting up pickles. 

SWEET SPICED PICKLES 

1 gallon of commercially 
prepared dill or Kosher 
pickle slices or sticks 
drained 
12 cups sugar 
4 tbs. whole pickling 
spice (1 small box Schil¬ 
lings) 

4 cups red vinegar 

In a large pan mix togeth¬ 
er the spices, sugar and vine¬ 
gar. Bring to a full rolling 
boil. Pour over pickles that 
have previously been packed 
in sterilized Jars. Seal and 
allow to stand for three days 
before serving. Yields about 

II or 12 pints. 

This makes a heavy s>Tup 
and a deliciously different 
pickle. The beauty of the 
syrup is that it can be saved 
and used over and over again 
by reboiling. How easy can 
it be?
